JUDGE ORDERS INQUIRY 


‘IN COUNTY GAMBLING 


Cites Newspaper Reports and 


Arrests in Instructions to 
Grand Jury.

An investigation of all types of 
gambling in St. Louts county was 
ordered by Circuit Judge Raymond 
E. LaDriere in his instructions to 
the September term grand jury, 
which was sworn in at Clayton 
today. The jury’s term will con- 
tinue through next Jan. 8. 

“Newspaper reports have indi- 
cated—and some arrests appear to 
confirm — the existence of gam- 
bling in St. Louis county,” he said. 
“This jury should determine by 
investigation whether or not this 
is true. 

“Situated as we are, in a popu- 
lous community adjacent to a 
large metropolitan area, there is 
a grave danger that any lessening 
of vigilance in the strict enforce- 
ment of gambling laws may be 
followed, as is usual, by a wave 
of crimes of violence and corrup- 
tion.” 

The existence of a number of 
slot machines in St. Louis county, 
including seven at the Sunset 
Country Club, was Made public in 
the Post-Dispatch last summer. In 
addition, dice games have been 
raided at Valley Park and other 
gambling games have been run at 
some county carnivals. - 

Prosecuting Attorney Stanley 
Wallach has announced his inten- 
tion to present to the grand jury 
the matter of lotto at carnivals-in 
the county under the guise of 
charity. 

Judge LaDriere touched also on 
the Nov. 2 election in his instruc- 
tions, pointing out that each reg- 
istered voter is entitled not only 
to cast his ballot without inter- 
ference, but also to have it 
counted precisely as cast. 

“Moreover,” he said, “each per- 
son who casts a ballot must be 
assured, under the law, that abso- 
lute secrecy of the ballot shall 
be maintained.”

ORIONID METEORS 
MAY BE VISIBLE 
AGAIN LATE TONIGHT 
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Patient sky watchers may be 
rewarded with another view of a 
display of the Orionid meteors to- 
night after 11 o’clock, Jessica 
Young Stephens, associate profes- 
sor of astronomy at Washington 
University, said today. 

Generally fair skies are forecast 
for tonight and tomorrow. Last 
night produced the greatest con- 
centration of the meteors. How- 
ever, an almost full moon reduced 
the visibility of the meteors to 
some extent, Dr. Stephens said. 

The Orionids, tiny metal and 
rock fragments left in the orbit of 
Halley’s Comet after its passage 
in 1910, are seen to radiate from 
a point in Orion near Gemini. 
They apparently rise from the 
eastern horizon. 

The tiny particles of comet dust 
become incandescent when they 
shoot into the earth’s atmosphere, 
and generally burn out before 
reaching tie earth’s surface.

UGHT BYDEMOGRATS 


Attorney General Asked for 
Ruling on Practice 
in County. 


A ruling by the St. Louis County 
Board of Election Commissioners 
that registration numbers must be 
placed on the ballots of voters at 
the Nov. 2 election was being 
challenged today by county Demo- 
cratic leaders. 

George Breitenstein, chairman 
of the county Democratic Central 
Committee, contending this de- 
stroyed the secrecy of the ballot, 


asked the Attorney General to 
give an immediate opinion as to 
whether the election judges should 
follow the ruling. 

Placing the numbers on the bal- 
lots, Breitenstein said, would be 
“tantamount to placing the name 
on the ballot of each and évery 
voter.” 

Jefferson Township Committee- 
man William J. Becker, an attor- 
ney, last night sought to address 
an instruction meeting being con- 
ducted for judges and clerks at 
Clayton High School, but John Q. 
Brown, chairman of the county 
Board of Election Commissioners, 
When the 
meeting adjourned, Becker told 
election officials that placing the 
numbers on the ballots would vio- 
late the State Constitution and 
would violate the officials’ oath of 
office requiring secrecy. He said 
the judges and clerks could be 
prosecuted for placing the num- 


bers on the ballots. 

The ruling by the county Board 
is based on an interpretation of a 
Missouri statute enacted in 1943. 
Chie erk Arthur M. Sullivan of 
the city Board of Election Com- 
missioners said that the city board 


obtained opinions in 1944 from the 
Attorney General and from the 
City Counselor who held that 
registration numbers should not 
be placed on the ballots. 

Sullivan said that numbers as- 
signed to registrations have no 
offical status and were merely a 
convenience for the purpose of 
processing registrations through 
the election commissioners’ office.

To establish the fact that can- 
cerous and normal tissues are not 
alike chemically, Dr. Carruthers 
and Dr. Suntzeff fired a shot in 
the dark a year ago. They dis- 
solved some lipids, or ¢ell fats, ex- 
tracted from tumors on the skin 
of mice, passed an electric current 
through the solution, and made a 
graph of the result. 

Using an instrument called a 
polarograph, they found that cur- 
rent voltage from that solution 
made a pattern different from the 
pattern made by voltage from a 
solution of lipjds from normal 
mouse skin tissue. The difference 
between the two solutions, they 
discovered, was not a matter of 
quantity but of kind. There was 
an electrically active substance in 
the normal solution which was not 
in the cancerous solution. 

When repeated experiments pro- 
vided the same patterns, the re- 
search team tried tissue from hu- 
man skin cancer, and obtained the 
same results. A few trial runs

Until last fall, the research team 
had been trying to find some 
quantitative difference between 
cancerous and normal tissue. Re- 
sults were discouraging. They 
found what Dr. Carruthers termed 
“significant changes” in the 
amounts if minerals, proteins and 
lipids, but the results were con- 
fusing and contradictory and no 
consistent pattern could be found. 

In September 1947, they tried 
their shot in the dark, and dis- 
covered they were on the trail of 
something important. They used 
a substance called methylcholan- 
threne to produce cancers arti- 
ficially on the backs of thousands 
of Swiss mice, and juggled 
solvents for many months to ob- 
tain the right combinations, Fi- 
nally they established the chem- 
ical difference. 

One incidental discovery the 
team has made thus far is that 
the change from normal tissue to 
cancerous tissue seems to be 
abrupt, Tissue which is in the 
process of being made cancerous 
in the 
same way as normal tissue.

Tour paper deserves a great deal of 
credit for its editorials stressing the 
many reasons why Negroes should be 
admitted to the University of Missouri.

Ireland on Its Own 


_ While some other Commonwealth nations are 

tightening their ties to Great Britain, the Irish 
Free State is giving notice that it means to sever 
one of the last bonds between London and 
_ A major political issue for both islands also 
may be in the making because of Irish agitation 
in England for the return of the Six Counties— 
the northern section of Ireland which is part of 
the Kingdom of Great Britain and Ireland to 
the Free State. 

To further separate Eire from Britain, the 
Oireachtas—the Free State Parliament —is ex- 
pected to repeal the External Relations Act of 
1936. The Attlee Government seems to accept 


this as virtually an accomplished fact since 


Premier John Costello of Eire promised it 
wherever he spoke on his recent American tour. 
Repeal has the support of the coalition parties 
which have been keeping him in office as well as 
of Eamon De Valera’s party, the strongest single 
political force in the Free State. 


So with Lord Chancellor Jowitt, England's 
chief law officer, in attendance, Mr. Attlee has 
met at Chequers with Irish representatives to 
discuss the results of repeal. Under the External 
Relations Act, Irish diplomats have been ac- 
credited in the name of the British crown. That 
would end. Such matters as preferential tariff 
treatment and the free movement of citizens of 
the two countries from one into the other would 
have to be reviewed. 

— — — 

Unquestionably, the English are giving 
thought to the problem of military defense. On 
this point, they may be somewhat assured by 
Irish statements that Dublin hopes to remain in 
“association” with Britain and the Common- 
wealth. But an exact meaning of the word 
would have to be worked out. 


The Irish have worked out many a thorny 
problem with the Sassinach (the British) since 
they reasserted their independence in that 
bloody Easter Week of 1916, so they should be 
able to solve the impending difficulties, too. 
The return of Northern Ireland to the Free 
State, however, is another story. 


No doubt, reunion ought to be the ultimate 
step in Ireland’s march toward freedom. Even 
an English paper, the Manchester Guardian, 
exclaims: 

How much would be gained if intercourse 
between North and South, between Ireland 
and Great Britain were entirely open, 
friendly, easy, and natural, so that mutual 
confidence could be taken for granted and 
not talked about? That can never be so 
long as the Border barrier stands. 

The bitterness on which that barrier was built 
has, in considerable measure, abated. Northern 
Protestants and Southern Catholics are more 
trustful of each other than they once were. Per- 
haps both again remember that St. Patrick had 
his see at Armagh in the North. The Northerner, 
too, has his love for dark Rosaleen. And there 
are business reasons which have persuaded both 
sides that it does not pay to behave like those 
two ‘Kilkenny cats who quarreled and fit, 
scratch’d and bit, “Till instead of two cats, there 
warn’t any.” 

— * * 

Since the barrier was raised by the British Par- 
liament in 1925, it would, of course, take British 
rather than Irish action to eliminate it. That 
is why De Valera has been stamping in England. 
But it may be doubted whether his main objec- 
tive really is to convince English Laborites and 
Conservatives—with the Tories particularly cool 
to his appeal. There are elections ahead in the 
Free State; and at home “Dev” will be able to 
make many a fine speech about the speeches he 
made in England. Reunion is so ardently de- 
sired there that Costello has had to echo the 
De Valera campaign to keep alive such chances 
as he has to remain in office. 

Perhaps unification cannot be kept out of po- 
litical campaigns in the Free State. But it is 
not likely to be accomplished by the current 
oratory. Quiet thinking and a steady effort to 
eliminate the real differences between North 
and South would be more helpful. That is how 
relations between the two—and between Eire 
and Great Britain—have been steadily improved. 


Repeal of the External Relations Act may be 
a genuine issue at present, but unification prob- 
ably is for the fullness of time. 
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If He'll Only Watch His “Onlies” 

If Gov. Dewey is going to be President for the 
next four years—and few things seem more cer- 
tain—there is one little point of grammar we 
wish he would absorb. We hate to think of four 
years, or possibly eight, of presidential state- 
ments and orations, with a whole regiment of 
“onlies” marching around completely out of 
step. Take an example from the Governor's 
speech in New York Wednesday night: : 

The peace of the world will only (italics 
ours) be secure when the forces on the side 
of peace are stronger than the forces on the 
side of evil. 

What he really meant was: “The-peace of the 
world will be secure only when the forces on 
the side of peace are stronger...” 

It’s only a minor point, of course, and maybe 


Maybe, as we say, one oughtn’t to expect 


everything at once, but when “only” is meant to 
modify another adverb, we like to see it step 


right up and do it, and not be caught hiding 
behind a verb it is not meant to modify at all.

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Double Standard for Voters 


By a vote of 8 to 3, the United States Supreme 

Court has decided that candidates of Henry 
Wallace’s Progressive party are not entitled to 
places on the ballot in Illinois. But in holding 
to the contrary, the minority, we believe, was 
closer to what should be the spirit of the law in 
a democracy. 
_ The court’s majority opinion, handed down 
by Chief Justice Vinson, upheld a special three- 
man Federal Court in Chicago which had re- 
fused to strike down a 1935 Illinois election 
statute. This law requires that nominating peti- 
tions must bear at least 200 signatures from 
each of 50 of the state’s 102 counties. The Wal- 
lace petitions had been rejected because their 
signatures were not so distributed. 

Despite the fact that William C. Wines, As- 
sistant Attorney General of Illinois, joined in 
the Progressive party's plea, saying that it had 
been & “mistake” fdr Illinois to adopt this law, 
the Chief Justice and four of his associates held 
that it did not violate the “equal protection” 
clause of the Fourteenth Amendment. Justice 
Wiley Rutledge went along on the ground that 
the Court should not at this late date interfere 
in the Illinois electoral machinery. 

But Justice. William O. Douglas, speaking with 
the support of Justices Black and Murphy, held 
the Illinois law to be a violation of “equal pro- 
tection.” The required distribution of signa- 
tures, he said, gave votes in Illinois unequal 
values. An overwhelming number of signatures 
in Chicago, for example, could be offset by the 
inability to obtain a relatively small number of 
signatures in downstate counties. Each signa- 
ture thus withheld might nullify the will of 
hundreds of voters. , 

Surely, there should not be a double standard 
of eligibility for voters. One citizen's signature 
ought to be worth as much as another’s, no mat- 
ter where he lives. Any other arrangement is 
aimed directly at minority groups. While the 
Post-Dispatch has no sympathy for Mr. Wallace 
and his third party, we do believe that it and 
similar groups should have a fair chance to sub- 
mit their views and their candidates to the 
electorate. 
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An Answer Is Required 

A journalism student at the University of 
Missouri, in a letter which we print on this page 
today, lodges a serious charge against the ad- 
ministrative officers of the school. He charges 
that the university authorities maintain a “vir- 
tual censorship” of discussion of the admission 
of Negro students. This charge is detailed with 
respect to campus publications, present and past. 

If this is not true, President Frederick A. 
Middlebush and Dean Frank Luther Mott of 
the School of Journalism should say so and say 
so promptly. If it is true, they and the mem- 
bers of the board of curators should hang their 
heads in shame. Also they should do one other 
thing. They should relinquish the original mark- 
er from Jefferson’s grave, to which they often 
point with pride, to a university which practices 
freedom of the press along with teaching it. 

What do the university authorities have to say 
by way of answer to this student of theirs?

To meet conclusively and head-on the 
admittedly widespread feeling, even among 
his supporters, that Mr. Truman is strong 
on words but weak on follow-through. 


Obviously, if the President could reach 
these three objectives in one move, it 
would be the most dramatic and signifi- 
cant stroke of the entire campaign. It con- 
ceivably could be a winning stroke. That 
was the way Mr. Truman’s advisers 
thought for quite a time—but they are not

dent Truman’s pledge to repeal the Taft-

Well, that would have been something. 
It might have been more than something 
because it could very well have galvanized 
the very considerably apathetic ranks of 
labor into really turning in the votes for 
the President. 

The fact is that while workers are not 
substantially opposed to the provisions of 
the Taft- Hartley law, they are, through 
the strong appeals and epithets of the la- 
bor leaders, opposed to the law itself— 
and would so vote. ‘ 

It is true that in speech after speech 
Mr, Truman is unconditionally advocating 
repeal of the Taft-Hartley law. It is true 
that the Democratic party platform un- 
conditionally calls for repeal of the Taft- 
Hartley law. 

However, labor sees a long and doubtful 
gap between Mr. Truman’s words and the 
prospect of Mr. Truman’s works. He w 
against the tax-reduction bill, but the 
Democratic party in Congress voted for it. 


He was against the Taft-Hartley bill, 
but the Democratic party in Congress voted 
for it. Labor is not really stirred to action 
by the President's words because it is by 
no means clear that his election would 
mean repeal of the Taft-Hartley Act. It 
might merely mean just another long, end- 
less, fruitless fight with Congress, which 
in the past has overwhelmingly supported 
the act. 

But what if Mr. Truman actually could 
have proved to his labor sympathizers 
throughout the country — not by words 
alone but by action, not by argument alone 
but by evidence—that his election would 
mean erasing instantly and automatically 
the Taft-Hartley law from the statute 
books? 

It can be said that the President’s ad- 
visers were convinced the signed pledges 
of a decisive majority of the Democratic 
Senators, and Democratic senatorial and 
congressional candidates, to vote to redeem 
Mr. Truman’s promise would have given 
his campaign incalculable force and power.

Linking This Country 
and Canada to Five-Na- 
tion Western Europe 
Alliance Is Plan.

PARIS, Oct. 23 (AP) — High 
American sources predicted today 
the United States and Canada in 
the next few weeks would begin 
to draft a military treaty pledging 
full aid to the five-nation western 
Europe alliance. 

They said the drafting would 
start soon after the United States 
elections, although the result is 
not expected to affect the plan as 
both major parties have commit- 
ted themselves in principle to 
backing the Brussells pact lineup. 


The informants said the alliance 
would link the United States and 
Canada in formal treaty relation- 
ships with Britain, France and 
the Benelux countries, Belgium, 
The Netherlands and Luxembourg.

U.S. Wants Broad Treaty. 


British informants said the for- 
eign ministers, meeting as the 
consultive council of the Brussels 
union, have reports from _their 
Washington representatives of 
secret talks involving American 
State and War Department offi- 
cials. They said the reports rec- 
ommended that each government 
concerned should begin drafting 
a treaty. . 

The foreign ministers will dis- 
cuss also the expressed American 
desire that the framework of the 
alliance be extended to take in 
other western European anti- 
Communist powers. 

A list of countries, drawn up by 
the British, which they would like 
included if the union is extended 
shows them in this order of pri- 
ority: Eire, Iceland, Portugal, Den- 
mark, Norway, Sweden, Greece, 
Turkey and Italy.

MRS. ROOSEVELT

TO GERMAN WOMEN 


Tells Them Sovietism Must 
Not Be Allowed to Fill Vacu- 
um Left by Nazism. 


STUTTGART, Germany, Oct. 23 
(AP)—Mrs. Franklin D. Roosevelt 
told a meeting of German women 
today that Sovietism must not be 
allowed to fill the vacuum left by 
Nazism and Fascism. 
She told a meeting sponsored by 
the League of Women Physicians, 
“If a system is good, let it be 
voluntarily adopted by other peo- 
— to their need, not imposed 
y foreign pressure.” 
Mrs. Roosevelt expressed sym- 
pathy for the sufferings endured 
by Germans, particularly by Ger- 
man women, in the aftermath of 
war. She said it was natural for 
inhabitants to feel they were not 
responsible for the disasters which 
now engulf them. 
“In this last war, however,” she 
said, “I think it is well for the 
people of Germany as a whole to 
realize that the people of the rest 
of the world feel that it was in 
large part the violation of human 
rights and a willingness of 80 
many Germans to allow a dictator 
to make the decisions which should 
remain with the people them- 
selves, which alienated the peoples 
of the rest of the world and con- 
solidated public opinion in oppo- 
sition to Nazi Germany.”

European Study Commit- 
tee Tells of Crisis Be- 
hind Iron Curtam—Not 
So, Others Say.

„ Oct. 23 (AP) — The 
International Committee for the 
Study of European Questions said 
today a “general crisis behind the 
iron curtain” is endangering Rus- 
sia’s hold on eastern Europe. 

“The entire political system set 
up by the U.. S. R. in eastern Cu- 
rope since 1944“ is imperiled by 
popular discontent reflected in 
widespread Communist purges, the 
committee said in one of its peri- 
odic surveys of the European po- 
litical scene. 

The committee is a privately- 
financed organization made up of 
prominent statesmen, scientists 
and educators of practically all 
western European political parties 
except the Communist. It says it 
has agents scattered throughout 
Europe. 

Names of Western government 
ministers who hold membership 
are not publicized, but former 
minister members include such 
men as Lord Vansittart, onetime 
Permanent Under Secretary for 
Foreign Affairs in Britain, and 
Lord Brabazon, former British 
Minister of Aircraft Production. 

Report Disputed. 

Satellite sources in London said 
the committee was far off base 
in asserting Russia’s influence is 
threatened. a 
One left-wing but non-Commu- 
nist eastern European source said 
purges in the satellite states have, 
if anything, strengthened Russia's 
gri 


p. 

The committee, on the other 
hand, said the situation for Rus- 
sia is “serious.” 

The root of the trouble, it said, 
is general resistance to the Com- 
munists’ schemes of socializing 
the land. 

“There is at present a great fear 
in Moscow that Tito make speak 
. . on the radio to the peasants 
of Hungary, Poland, etc., and in- 
cite them to a general revolt 
against the application of Lenin’s 
Communism in the agricultural 
sphere,” the report said. 

“Also, the Soviet Government 
considers it extremely dangerous 
that Yugoslavia, in her position 
which would become strategically 
important for the defense of the 
Soviet bloc in the event of war, 
should not belong to the disci- 
plined elements of the group of 
eastern states,” the report added 
in a reference to the Yugoslav- 
Russian schism. 

“Discontent” Cited. 

The report cited “discontent” in 
Hungary, Poland and eastern Ger- 
many. It did not mention report- 
ed purges elsewhere in the east 
or Albania’s known economic trou- 
bles. 

The committee said: 

“In the face of this grave situa- 
tion there remain only two possi- 
bilities open to the Moscow Gov- 
ernment: 

“One is to accept compromise 
and to renounce at present the 
rapid expansion of Russian Com- 
munism in Europe. 

“The other . . is to break the 
resistance and force the issue...” 

The Politboro, the report said, 
has chosen the second course and 
hopes to succeed before the West 
forms an alliance broad, and 
strong enough to encourage “op- 
position elements” in the Soviet 
sphere. 

To counterbalance danger from 
these elements, the committee 
added, Russia has “taken steps 
not only concerning power and 
armament in Russia herself but 
concerning the rearmament of 
Germany as well.” 

Caution on Germany. 

The report cautioned that if 
Russia makes a new offer looking 
toward a four-power agreement on 
Germany its motive will be to 
sweep all Germany under Com- 
munist control. 

Backed by a Russian-controlled 
“army” in the eastern zone, the 
Russians would seek to dominate 
any German central government, 
the report said. 

On prospects for peace, the re- 
port declared: “It is still possible 
to avoid war by a Euro agree- 
ment” strengthening the economic 
and military links between west- 
ern Europe.

He contended that most of the evi- 
dence against her was hearsay. 

Reduction of the sentence has 
aroused considerable protest in 
congressional circles and a Sen- 
ate committee is now studying the 
trial records.

Despite entrea- 
ties, Dewey has refused to visit 
West Virginia to indorse Rever- 
comb and his works, 
Dewey’s re“usal has been based 
on the ground of pressing busi- 
ness elsewhere, but the real rea- 
son is reported by correspondents 
with Dewey to be simply this. 
Whatever Dewey gained in West 
Virginia by indorsing discrimina- 
tor Revercomb he would more 
than lose in the shape of Catholic 
and Jewish votes in New York 
and the rest of the countrys 
“Freedom and Liberty.” 

Obviously, a delicate issue is 

being raised in the campaign. 
Here is the way President Tru- 
man introduced it in his speech 
at Wilkes-Barre: 
“We know that the people of 
the world really want freedom and 
liberty. We understand the suf- 
ferings and the struggles of those 
in the lands from which we came. 
We know that they want free- 
dom, no matter what regime may 
be imposed upon them by force 
or treachery. 

“The Democratic party stands 
for aid to the people of other 
lands in their struggles against 
tyranny. . 

“During the Eightieth Congress 
one of the pieces of legislation 
in which I was most interested 
was the Displaced Persons bill. 
This bill opens the door to a por- 
tion of those former victims of 
Nazism, people from Poland, 
Lithuania, Latvia, Estonia, Czecho- 
slovakia, Hungary, and other 
European countries, who have 
been persecuted by the Germans 
and who now don’t want to go 
back to tyranny behind the 
Soviet iron curtain. 


“Without Discrimination.” 


“T wanted to see our country 
admit its fair share of these help- 
less victims.g I wanted to see 
them come in without any dis- 
crimination, but the Republican 
Eightieth Congress passed a law 
which discriminates against cer- 
tain groups. 

“It excludes nearly all displaced 
persons who belong to the Jew- 
ish faith, and it excludes an un- 
fair proportion of those belonging 
to the Catholic faith. I do not 
think this is right. It is not 
American. 

J asked the Republican Con- 
gress to change this law, but it 
refused to act. 

“Now, if you want to see these 
displaced persons, who have so 
much in common with us, treated 
on a fair and equal basis, you 
have got to elect a Democratic 
Congress on Nov. 2.” 

In Scranton, Truman spoke of 
“our plans for peace” but did not 
go into detail, nor did he again 
refer to the abortive Vinson mis- 
sion to Moscow. Apologizing for 
postponing his scheduled trip to 
Scranton two weeks ago, Truman 
said it was “necessary” for him 
to meet with Secretary of State 
Marshall and he had asked Mar- 
shall to fly home from Paris and 
that “wag our only chance to talk 
together about our plans for 
peace.”

made at the American Legion 
convention this week eventually 
could cost the Government as 
much as six billion dollars a year, 
according to estimates of the Vet- 
erans Administration.

IN BERLIN CUT OFF 
EAST SECTOR GAS 


Move to Prevent Drain of 
Own Supply Necessitat- 
ed by Soviet Repairs to 
Plant.

BERLIN, Oct. 23 (AP)—Large 
areas of the Russian sector of 
Berlin were without gas today aft- 
er the western powers shut the 
mains at setcor borders to prevent 
seepage eastward of supplies pro- 
duced by works in blockaded 
western Berlin. 

American spokesman said the 
embargo against eastern Berlin 
was imposed for two reasons: 

1. Gas pressure in Soviet 
mains was so low because of 


plant repairs undertaken there 
that supplies from hard-pressed 
western Berlin were being 
drained off. 


2. Reprisal for firing of Ger- 
man non- Communist employes 
at head offices of the city's gas 
works, which are situated in the 
Soviet sector. The repairs in 
Soviet sector mains were under- 
stood to be necessary because of 
equipment damaged by the sub- 
stitution of Silesian coal in place 
of Ruhr coal, for which the 
plants had been adapted. 


Ruhr Coal Cut Off. 


Russian supplies of Ruhr coal 
have been cut off by the western 
Allies counterblockade imposed in 
reprisal for the Soviet land block- 
ade of Berlin. 

The biggest gas works in the 
city are in the United States, Brit- 
ish and French sectors. The Rus- 
sian sector, even if all its plants 
were in top repair, could, hardly 
produce enough gas to maintain a 
normal service. 

Some Russian sector residents 
said the Soviets had promised 
them coal rations to make up for 
the gas deficiency. 

Western Berlin has also been 
under severe gas rationing since 


‘| the Russians imposed their block- 


ade in June because all coal must 
now be flown in. 


Reds Release Policemen. 


Headquarters of western Berlin’s 
German police announced mean- 
while that the Communists had 
released the remaining 27 of 47 
western police and plainclothes 
men arrested during last month’s 
City Hall riots. The release of 
the first 20 was announced Thurs- 


day. 

A 1 opinion survey by the 
Unit States military govern- 
ment showed 85 per cent of Ger- 
mans questioned believe the West- 
ern powers can feed Berlin by air 
through the winter. In July a 
similar pol] disclosed that only 45 
per cent thought the air lift could 
be maintained in winter weather.

U.S. EMBASSY MEN 
VISIT SOVIET AREAS 
UNDER NEW RULES

MOSCOW, Oct. 23 (AP) — 
American Embassy personnel, 
making fullest use of new Rus- 


sian travel regulations, are going 
on trips to various regions of the 
Soviet Union where they are per- 
mitted. 

On Oct. 1, Russia issued new 
regulations to foreign embassies 
informing them of the cities and 
areas their personnel were for- 
bidden to visit. Foreigners wish- 
ing to visit places not located in 
restricted zones must notify So- 
viet authorities in advance. For- 
eigners may travel through re- 
stricted areas to get to their desti- 
nations providing they proceed di- 
rectly to their destination. 

When the regulations were is- 
sued, Maj. Gen. John W. O’Daniel, 
new United States military at- 
tache in Moscow, asked for per- 
mission to visit Stalingrad. He 
was told he could visit any place 
in Russia not mentioned in the 
new travel orders. He thus be- 
came the first United States gen- 
eral to visit Stalingrad in many 
months.

CURIOUSLY ENOUGH, if you 
have listened to arguments and 
counter-arguments in a great 
many meetings, you become some- 
what confused in the long run as 
to what happened in the first or 
third meeting or in a draft com, 
mittee meeting or in the commis- 
sion meetings themselves. but 
one thing I was very sure of, and 
that is that these words, “security 
of his person,” include all the dif- 
ferent points of view. These were 
brought forth by the Latin-Amer- 
ican delegates who wanted to ex- 
press physical integrity and by 
the French delegate who was 
anxious ‘that we might include a 
legal definition and by others who 
wanted to feel that there also was 
some consideration given to the 
moral and social and -economic 
phases of security. ‘ 

Though certain of the delegates 
voted for parts of Article Three 
as they were put before us, they 
nevertheless refrained from vot- 
ing for it as a whole, largely be- 
cause they felt that it was not 
precise enough and did not include 
a definition of the way in which 
the rights set forth were to be 
achieved. 

Some of the rest of us feel that 
this should be done in the coven- 
ant. We feel that the declara- 
tion does not need to be quite as 
precise er need to carry the meth- 
ods of implementation.

THE OTHER AFTERNOON a 
group of young students from the 
philosopsy department of the Sor- 
bonne came to see me. They are 
most anxious to establish a per- 
sonal relationship with young peo- 
ple studying in the safe field in 
the United States. 

They told me that the sympathy 
of college and university students 
in the United States has been 
amply demonstrated. The Sor- 
bonne has received considerable 
amounts of food and clothing, but 
these youngsters say that is all 
very impersonal. What they long 


for is real person-to-person con- 
tact, an interchange of letters tell- 
ing their thoughts, and the oppor- 
tunity to set down their real 
needs. 

These young people are desper- 
ately anxious to avoid another war 
and are eager to gain a better un- 
derstanding of the thoughts of 
other youg people. They feel they 
are in a very desperate situation 
as they watch the political and 
economic struggles sweep over 


their heads and as they experi- 


ence the results of these struggles 
in the difficulties of their daily 
lives. 

One of these young men came 
out of Romania with no passport 
and now is working all day in.a 
store unpacking boxes and study- 
ing every night at the Sorbonne. 
He has made a plea to university 
students in the United States to 
organize assistance in Germany 
for students seeking to escape 
from countries that are being 
overtaken by Communist govern- 
ment and where it is no longer 
safe to remain if you hold op- 
posing political views.

In recent years improvements 
in the manufacture of peanut but- 
ter make it either more palatable 
or more nutritious. Homogeniza- 


tion of the spread breaks up the 


oil into such fine particles and 
distributes it so uniformly that 
oll never rises to the top nor do 
the last few tablespoons get dry 
and crumbly. 

One scant tablespoon of the 
regular peanut butter (no nutri- 
ents added) contains 93 calories, 
3.9 grams of protein, 11 mg. of 
calcium, 59 milligrams of phos- 
phorus and 2438 mg. of niacin, 
one of the B vitamins which is 
often called the anti-pellagra vita- 
min, needed for normal growth 
and a healthy nervous system. So 
encourage your child’s liking of 
peanut butter, for it provides him 
with calories for energy, protein 
for repair and growth of tissue, 
and calcium for teeth, bones and 
blood. ; 

Peanut Butter Salad Dressing 

One thoroughly ripened banana, 
one-half cup mayonnaise or salad 
dressing, three tablespoons peanut 
butter, dash of salt. 

Mash banana until very soft, 
gradually stir in salad dressing, 
then the peanut butter and salt. 
Continue stirring until mixture is 
very smooth. This is a good nu- 
tritious dressing for fruit salad. 
Makes one cup. 

Peanut Butter Sauce, 


(For ice cream sundaes or to serve 
over sliced bananas) 


One-third cup brown sugar, firm- 
ly packed, one-half cup light corn 
syrup, one tablespoon butter, two 
and one-half tablespoons peanut 
butter, one-fourth cup light cream. 

Measure sugar and sirup into 
a small saucepan (one quart) and 
simmer for five minutes. Remove 
from heat, stir in butter, then pea- 
nut butter, and finally the cream. 
Continue stirring to obtain a vel- 
vety-emooth consistency. Store in 
a covered jar. Makes about one 
cup.

After bidding two hearts on the 
second round, South might well 
have figured that since North 
could not raise to four hearts, 
game was remote, but the simple 
fact is that the game contract 
might easily have turned out well. 


West opened the club jack; Hast 
collected two club tricks and con- 
tinued the suit, West false-carding 
on the third round with the ten. 
Declarer ruffed the third club and 
considered various lines of play. 
Obviously, if he had known that 
West held the blank king-queen of 
trumps, he could have cross-ruffed 
the hand for 10 tricks, but, not 
knowing, he decided on a plan 
which seemed to offer a good 
chance for success. 


South cashed the top diamonds 
in dummy and ruffed the third 
round of the suit, driving out 
East’s queen. Now, with two long 
diamonds established, South led 
the heart jack. West played the 
queen and dummy won.

Some Facts 
About Value 


Of a Sun Tan 


By C. A. Dean, M.D. 


HERE are some people who 
T cannot get sun tanned. The 

tanning effect of the sun is 
a result of the irritating effect 
of the ultra-violet rays in sun- 
light, whether through direct 
exposure to the rays or through 
reflection from snow, ice or ce- 
ment highways. The skin responds 
to this irritation at all seasons 
of the year by the production of 
more pigment—hence sun tan 
and freckles. Tanning in itself 
is not healthful but is merely 
an indication that the skin re- 
acts normally to sunlight. Tan- 
ning is just incidental to the re- 
laxation, fresh air, and exercise 
which we associate with the ex- 
posure to sunshine. 


Sunburn may be dangerous 
since it has the same effect as 
any other burn. The tan should 
be acquired gradually with short 
exposure of five to 10 minutes a 
day at first. Extremely severe 
burns can be obtained on cloudy 
days when the sun is not visible. 
There is no lotion or cream which 
will prevent sunburn or produce 
a tan. These products simply act 
as a filter to the ultra-violet light 
and lessen its effect on the skin. 
Brunettes tend to stand sunlight 
better than blondes and red 
heads because they have mofe 
pigment in their skins. 


(Q) “Several weeks ago my 
husband injured his knee while 
straightening up from a kneeling 
position. He has had pain on the 
inner side of the knee and has 
been unable to completely 
straighten it. Will this result in 
a permanent injury?“ — Mrs. E. S. 


From the description it would 
appear as if there has been an 
injury to the internal or medical 
cartilage of the knee joint. This 
injury is a common knee injury 
and often manifests itself by pain 
and a little swelling along the in- 
ner side of the knee, The char- 
acteristic thing about cartilage in- 
juries to the knee is inability to 
straighten the knee. In some 
cases the knee joint becomes 
locked in one position. 


An injured knee cartilage is not 
necessarily a permanently dis- 
abling injury. Conservative treat- 
ment consists of local heat and 

and a supportive ban- 
dage. acute cases the leg is 
often placed in a cast for six 
weeks. The cartilage often has 
to be removed surgically, if con- 
servative treatment is not effec 
tive. Surgery usually offers pe 
manent recovery with excell 
functional results,
